Good: feathering. will enable the birds to 
hear the cold better, and, therefore,. 
their condition in this way must be 
taken into consideration when placing 
them out; for very many young chicks 
that have not yet got their feathers 
should never be exposed to cold wind. 
Good feathering adil strong physi- 
cal condition, and is promoted by good 
feeding. If it proceeds in a normal 
way, there need be no anxiety about it, 
but if it is slow. and unsatisfactory, 
additional food. of a feathering nature 
might be supplied. Any food that is 
rich in fat and oil supphes growth 
material to the feathers. 
may be mentioned linseed and hemp- 
seed; but good general feeding during 
all the time feathers are growing ts 
necessary especially. with ground oats.

ment of the creed of self-sufficiency 
among the smaller nations have resulted 
in the raising up of tariff walls, restric- 
tions and prohibitions. Along with

these factors the methods of distribution 
which formerly served have apparently 
proved unsuitable when faced with mass 
production. Cardinal principles of 
commeree are being discarded, and in 
the welter of confusion which exists the 
Irish Free State is endeavouring to 
hammer out a new industrial and 
economic system for itself. 

With the form of that system this 
article is not concerned, but rather our 
contention is that, no matter how 
greatly one may disagree with the 
methods and the policies of those in 
authority, the men who are keeping 
aloft the flag of old established indus- 
trial concerns, or who are endeavouring 
to build up new commercial concerns, 
are entitled to the support of the Irish 


people. 
HOW COMMERCE DEVELOPED. 


The history of commerce is the history 
of transport. In the ancient world the 
desert routes were the principal channels 


of long-distance trading. Large groups 


' could travel together in caravans with 


, oases as their posts of call. Egypt ard 
the civilisations of the Tigris-Euphrates 
valley exchanged spices, drugs and fine 
textile fabrics. 

The Phoenicians developed tlie sea 
routes. Tyre and Sidon became com- 
mercial centres, from which vessels 
sailed first to Cyprus and Rhodes, and 
ultimately to the west of the Medi- 
terranean and beyond. Articles wrought 
in metal, glass-ware and textiles were 
exchanged for silver, copper and tin. 

' Coined money was introduced by the 
Greeks. The essential food supplies of 
Athens were imported by sea. Her ex- 
ports were olive oil, figs, honey, pottery 
and metal goods. A considerable volume 
of entrepét trade passed through the 
fortified harbour at the Peiraeeus. 

Antioch and Alexandria became great 
commercial cities: To Antioch came the 
chief caravan routes from the East. 
Oriental luxury goods were imported 
‘through Alexandria, and the Roman 
Empire’s supplies of corn from Egypt 
passed through the city. 

THE BYZANTINE EMPIRE. 


Constantinople, as capital of the 


- Byzantine Empire, was the next great 


centre of trade. She attracted to herself 
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the commerce of Ásia and Europe, and 
Írom the fifth century up to the time ol 
the Crusades she was the great entrepét 
of long-distance trade, Constantinople 
was a manufacturing centre as well as a 
headquarters of trade. Her armour, 
porcelain, leather-work, and _ textile 
goods were of notably high quality. 
- Banking and the use of credit notes 
were by this time helping along the 
practice of trading. 

Under the Byzantine Empire the 
Italian trading towns had developed, 
and with the fall of the Empire, Venice, 
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THE WORLD'S BEST 
FOODSTUFFS. 


Ireland produces the world's 
best foodstuffs. There may be 
certain articles of food which other 
countries have developed more 
successfully, and there are, of 
course, products for the growing 
of which Irish soil is not the most 
suitable. At the same time, for - 
all-round excellence the food pro- 
ducts of Ireland would be difficult 
to surpass.

Animal fats 
contain important dietary in- 
gredients, including carbon, hydro- 
gen and oxygen, 


This country produces every- 

thing essential to a complete diet 
—as well as many luxury foods. 
The people of Ireland have always 
been used to the best food. To- 
day it is available in a variety of 
forms. Not only have the methods 
of production become more 
scientific, but considerable pro- 
gress has been made in the manner 
of treating foodstuffs which require 
some process of manufacture or 
preparation. 
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pursuing a vigorous commercial policy, 
rose to splendour. Her rulers took 
advantage of the Crusades, and, in 
return for transport facilities, obtained 
territorial grants, particularly in the 
Levant. 


VENICE TO THE LOW COUNTRIES. 


The products of the East were shipped 
by the Venetian merchants to the West, 
a new phase in commercial transport 
being the annual voyages of fleets of 
galleys from the Western Mediterranean 

‘to the Low Countries. There a good 
market was found for long-distance 
trade, Bruges being the chief centre for 
imported cargoes. 

-Wars in the Mediterranean interfered 
with the lucrative trade with the East, 
and it was in an effort to discover a 
new route to India that Christopher 
Columbus discovered America. Some 
time before that Bartholomew Diaz had 
rounded the Cape of Good Hope.

To avoid conflict with the Spaniards 
and Portuguese, the English tried to 
discover a northern passage to the East. 


Chancellor reached Archangel, and, con- 


cessions having been received from the 
Tsar, an English joint-stock company 


named the Russia Company was formed. 
For many years it made good profits on 


its ‘‘ voyages’’ to Persia via Russia. 
THE FIGHT FOR TRADE. 


By this time trade routes were being 


developed in what might loosely be 


called “ all directions.” An English 
‘*Company of Merchants of the Levant ”’ 
imported currants. Portugal endeavoured 
to control the existing routes to Africa, 
the Red Sea, the Persian Gulf, the 
Cambay ports and the Spice Islands. 
England and Spain fought for plunder 
in America. 

By the sixteenth century an Enzlish 
company, known as the Merchant 
Adventurers, had obtained a monopoly 
in the export of cloth from England to 
the Low Countries and Germany. They 
came into conflict with the Hanseatic 
League, a powerful confederation of 
towns, mostly, though not exclusively, 
in Germany, which had privileges in 
many countries and a settlement in 
England. In 1578 the League lost its 
favourable position in England, and 
another English company attacked its 
trade in the Baltic. 

Then Holland came to power as a 
commercial nation, and ousted the 
English companies from the Baltic, 
Spain,. Russia, the Far East. and the 
Spice Islands ; the Dutch even captured 
the Irish and Scottish trades. 


MERCANTILE SYSTEM. 


The theoretical advantage of a favour- 
able balance of trade and the efforts 
made to obtain one formed the basis of 
the mercantile system of the seventeenth 
century. Tariffs and bounties became 
popular. Tariffs, of course, were not a 
new element in commerce. They had 
been used by Justinian in the sixth 
century.

The Industrial Age wrought a change 
in the English commercial policy, To 
sell her manufactures to the world she 
opened her ports to the raw materials 
and foodstuffs of other countries. Her 
capital was invested in transport at 
home and abroad, and low freights 
enabled foreign wheat to be imported so 
cheaply that British farmers were forced 
to reduce arable cultivation.

Bee-keeping. in England. 


A correspondent writes as follows, in 
regard to a recent paragraph of mine:— 

Bee-keeping, as a well recognised pro- 
fession, is increasing very much in the 
South of England, and I was struck last 
autumn by the large number of small- 
holders who devoted themselves solely to 
the production of honey. All along the 
South Downs sma!! colonies of hives could 
be seen, some running into five or six 
hundred stocks—these, of course, provid- 
ing a more than whole-time occupation. 
The extracting of honey is practised, at 
least in Sussex, as a highly scientific 
business. sh 

“ Run ” honey is more easily sold and 
marketed than the section honey, though 
it commands a lower price; but, of 
course, the bees produce more, since they 
have no need to manufacture wax. 

I compared notes with one “ honey 
farmer ” who ran upwards of a thousand 
stocks, and found that he obtained about 
2s. 1d. to the pound of section honey, 
whereas in Ireland I was glad to sell mine 
for anything between 1s. and ls. 4d. — 


Busy Blacksmiths. 


A countryman tells me that just now 
blacksmiths are complaining of pressure 
of work. The farmers are busy with the 
tillage, and many of them are bringin 
ploughs, harrows and other agricultura 
implements to the smithy for repairs. 
Owing to the shortage of money in these 
hard times, a farm implement is not dis- 
carded unless it is hopelessly beyond 
repair. s 

Furthermore, there are more horses to 
be shod ; for nowadays motor cars are not 
guite so common in rural areas as they 
were two years ago. Farmers, who for- 
merly came to town on market: days in 
their motor cars, are now quite conten 
to jog along in old gigs which had been 
lying in the coachhouses for several. years.

AFFECTED BY WEATHER 
AND SICKNESS. 


‘Tt is gratifying to record that during 
the year under review much progress has 
been made by the provisien of new schools 
and the improvement and extension of exist- 
ing buildings.” This statement is taken from 
the annual report of the City of Dublin 
School Attendance Department for the year 
ended 3lst of December, 1933, which has 
just been issued, 

Severe snowstorms, the requisition of 
schools for election purposes, and the pre- 
valence of diphtheria, scarlatina and other 
sickness considerably disorganised attend- 
ance during the period reviewed by the .re- 
port. Out of an average number on the 
rolls of the schools in the five Dublin areas— 
78,969.5—there was an average attendance of 
68,207.53, making. “a reeutage of 86.2. 
Notices numbering 1,306. were served durin 
the year for breaches of the School Attend. 
ance Act, 1926, and there were 369 prosecu- 
tions for non-compliance with the terms of 
this measure. Under Section 17 of the Act 
fifteen children were committted to indus- 
trial schools for non-attendance at school.

CELEBRITY CONCERT. 


KREISLER AT THE SAVOY, 


The transfer of the last of the Dublin 
Celebrity Concerts of the season to the Savoy 
Cinema, consequent on the passing out of the 
Theatre Royal, gave a big audience oppor- 
tunity to hear Kreisler in a new and somewhat 
strange setting on Saturday afternoon. 

Returning after an absence of two years, 
Kreisler quickly showed that he is still: the 
doyen of violinists—occupying the position 
that Joachim did in his day. 

The opening contribution in his programme 
on Saturday was the Grieg Sonata in C minor, 
one of the three which Grieg composed for 
violin and pianoforte. By some it is regarded 


as the best, and it certainly has in it much | 


of that poetic strain which makes Grieg so 
appealing. The ensemble of the two instru- 
ments—Charlton Keith at the piano—was 
excellent, and one liked immensely the 
restraint of Kreisler. His tone was beautiful 
and his style easy and effortless. He was never 
dominating, with the result that the two 
instruments brought out the message of the 
music. 

It was in the Bach Chaconne, however, 
that one realised how great a master of the 
violin Kreisler is. The Chaconne is the last 
movement of the fourth of a set of six sonatas 
and suites which Bach composed for the 
violin unaccompanied, and which have been 
regarded as the greatest masterpieces of their 
kind. The Chaconne is in the form of con- 
tinuous variations on a theme which is largely 
used as a bass, and it imposes upon the 
instrument a strain almost beyond its 
technical limitations. For Kreisler, however, 
technical or other difficulties did not exist, 
and therein he showed his greatness. His tone 
was beautiful, there was not the slightest 
suggestion that he was surmounting technical 
difficulties at which many good players would 
baulk, and he brought out with rare artistry 
the beauty of the work, It was a-truly great 
performance which a delighted audience 
applauded warmly at the close. 

n his final group, Kreisler played with warm 
appeal the romarce in F, of thoven, in 
which he revealed an exquisite legato. The 
Rondo from Mozart's '' Haffner's Serenade ”’ 
was beautifully played with its delightful 
cadenza. The serenade was written by eau 
at the commission of a Salizburg family for 
the wedding of their daughter. Two short 
pieces by Albeniz followed, and the programme 
was completed with Kreisler’s own arrange- 
ments of pieces by Cyril Scott and Rimsky- 
Korsakov. .These were played in that easy 
and confident style which is so characteristic 
of the master. There were numerous recalls, 
and Kreisler played a number of encore pieces 
before he was able to make his final bow. 
Mr. Charlton Keith was splendid in his 
support at the piano.

_ CHRIST CHURCH

The fourth of a special series of sermons in 
connection with the Church of Ireland Home 
Mission Society was preached in Christ Church 
Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday afternoon, on 
“ Life in Christ,” by the Rev. Canon David 
F. O. Wilson, M.A., Rector of Donnybrook, 
who spoke on ‘ Righteousness,’ '' 

Speaking from the text, ‘‘ Seek ye first the 
Kingdom of God and His Righteousness “ 
(Matt. 5, 3), Canon Wilson, in the course of 
his address, said that the Christian, through 
submission to Gold’s will, was constantly 
growing ‘out of selfish ideals into a perception 
of the.world as God's. world... Everyone really 
lived on some sort of principle, e claim of 
Christianity lay in the fact that it was the 
most complete explanation of life, and that it 
supplied the urge and means of living the life 
which it set forth. Preachers in all ages had 
proclaimed that their times were momentous 
and different from anything that the world 
had ever seen, that the old loyalties were 
flouted, and the godly convictions of their 
fathers no longer obtained any reverence or 
carried any sanction. 

In the Parish of Donnybrook, said the 
preacher, there was a fine hospital which was 
called My curious name half a century 
ago—' The Hospital for Incurable Protes- 
tants.” “I am an incurable optimist,’ . id 
the preacher, “and I do not see how any 
Christian can be anything else.” 


PRACTICAL ISSUES. 


The centre of religious interest, he con- 
tinued, had shifted, the theolo that 
interested their fathers was not a burning 
question to-day. The terrible years of war 
and their devastating consequences had had 
their effect. The pressure of circumstances 
was forcing an over-driven generation to very 
immediate practical issues. Coming years 
would bring readjustments in every direction. 
Religion would net escape, nor should it, if 
it was to continue a formative living influence 
for the best in men. They lived in days of 
movement, days when everything seemed to 
be changing momentarily. It was the part of 
a true man to seek and to keep his soul and 


stand upon something firm in these times of 


change and uncertainty. They were all most 
ignorant, but usually they knew enough to 
know their duty. They made many mistakes 
in many directions, they made no mistake as 
to the quality of their acts and affections, and 
it is here they might place their feet upon an 
impregnable rock.

' ture, in its report on agricultural con- 
ditions in the Free State on March 1, 
states that the month which has just closed 
was the driest February experienced for many 
vears. Virtually no rain fell during the first 
three weeks, most days being brightened by 
sunshine, and although there were some very 
heavy showers on one or two days in the 
fourth week, and the weather then became 
colder with frosts at night, the days were fine 
to the close of the mouth and favourable for 
all outdoor duties. During the month farmers 
were principally employed in plougbing lea 
and stubble land, which work was virtually 
completed by the end of the month; in sow- 
ing wheat and in planting potatoes. Generally 
speaking, all normal seasonal work reached 
« much more advanced stage than usual dur- 
ing the month. But although favourable for 
field work, the very long spell of unusually 
dry weather, which has continued right 
through the winter, has had a somewhat 
parching effect on the soil, and it is to be 
feared that unless the country is soon 
iavoured with heavy and continuous rains the 
progress of the crops may be retarded by lack 
of the moisture normally held in the soil. 


FOOD FOR LIVE STOCK. 


There was very little growth of grass dur- 
ing the month, and pastures generally were 
comparatively bare; otherwise outlying cattle 
were more comfortable than usual on the 
grass owing to the dryness of the soil. Viner 
reserves of fodder, roots and grain are ample 
for all normal requirements. Oats, owing to 
the low prices prevailing until recently, were

Live-stock were reported to be healthy and 
in reasonably good condition. 


CEREALS. 


Oats was again the cereal mainly offered 
at markets during the month, very little 
wheat or barley being on sale by growers, 
Vhe supply of oats on offer was below the 
demand, and prices took a sharp upward turn 
towards the close of the month. The tuil 
surplus normally available from the harvest 
was pot marketed this year, owing to the 
low prices prevailing durng the winter 
months. Farmers found it more economical 
to feed the grain and reduce their purchases 
of other feeding-stuffs. Consequently “the 
stocks remaining on most farms are estimated 
to be only slightly more than what will be 
required for seed purposes and for feeding to 
live-stock during the balance of the season. 
Stucks of oats are still in the hands of 
merchants throughout the country, but these 
are not excessive, and there is little doubt 
that they will be all absorbed before the end 
of she cereal year. At the close of the month 
the average prices were: for white oats 10s. 
6d. per barrel, and for black Qs. 2d., higher 
prices veing obtainable in some centres. Seed 
oats. were selling in some districts at los. per 
barrel for white and Ys. 6d. for black, Seed 
harley at 18s. to Ós. per barrel, and imported 
sced wheat at around 32s. per barrel. 


FLAX. 


In County Monaghan the average yield of 
flax was around 37 stones per statute ‘acre. 
The quality of the fibre was venevally fairly 
good. Demand was somewhat keener, and 
prices ranged from £5 to £3 14s. per cwt. 
About 24 tons were marke.ed during the 
month. in County Donegal little seutching 
was done. owing to the comparative dearth 
of water to drive the mils. = 

Owing to the slightly better tone prevailing 
in the flax market, many farmers propose to 
revert to fax growing this season, and the 
demand for seed was active during the month. 


POTATOES. 


Despite the liberal manner in which 
potatoes were fed to live stock during the 
winter season, considerable supplies still re- 
mained on the farms at the end of February. 
The tubers kept very well in the pits and 
stores. Markets were well supplied, and, 
while demand was mainly for home consuiup- 
tion, expert trade was fairly steady at around 
55s. per ton. Average prices at local markets 
were around 3s. 4d. per cwt. Dering the

Milk 
collected in Counties Kildare and Meath for 
retail sale in Dublin returned 8d. to 11d. per 
gallon to nroducers. 

FEEDING STUFFS. 

From the retail prices of feeding stuffs at 
different centres compiled by the Department 
of Agriculture some interesting figures 
emerge. Staples like maize and cereal mix- 
ture range from 8s. a ewt. at Cork to 9s. 3d 
at Sligo, Limerick being next lowest to Cork 
at 8s. 3d. Straight-run maize is also lowest 
at Cork and Dundalk, Galway selling at 6s. 
9d. ; in Dublin the price rises to 7s. 6d. Bran 
and pollard maintain recent prices, the former 
running from 6s. 9d. to 7s. 6d. at all centres, 
and th» latter in lower grades being as low 
as 5s. 6d. Linseed cake is highest in Sligo 
and Galway at lis. 64. and 11s., and 10s, 9d, 
in Dublin and is. less in Cork. Cocoanut 
cake is not quoted from many centres, but 
the Wexford price is 7s.; while earthuut 
cakes and meals range from 7s. 6d, at Cork 
to 9s. 6d. in Galway. Barley meal is highest 
at Cork. selling at 10s., wlule at Dundalk it 
is only 7s. 6d. Crushed oats, which sells at 
6s. in Dublin, is 8s. in Limerick. Fish meal 
is highest in Cork at 18s. and 6d. less at all 
other centres, except Wexford, where it sells 
from 16s. Meat meal ranges around 12s. 6d. 
to 13s., except at Dundalk, where it is 15s.

STATEMENT BY TRADES 
COUNCIL, 
The proposals oí the Dublin Trades Union 


Council regarding an anti-Fascist campaign 
in Ireland have been forwarded to the Irish 
Trade Union Congress for the consideration 
of the National Executive of that body. 

In response to the appeal from Congress a 
sum of money also has been forwarded for 
the relief of the workers of Austria. 

A statement which was issued by the 
Executive Committee of the Council sets out 
that the anti-Fascist motion which came 
before the Dublin Trades Union Council early 
last week was not sponsored by any political 
organisation, either Labour or otherwise, nor 
was the Dublin Trades Union Council a 
political organisation It was because the 
Council stood for free speech and free 
institutions in this country that it was 
opposed to the. growth of Fascist organisa- 
tions, with their frequently expressed threats 
to democratic rule. The Council believed 
that it was the duty of the Government of 
this country to maintain free speech and the 
right of public meeting for every section of 
the community. It was not prepared, how- 
ever, to accept the claim of any private army 
to take this duty out of the hands of the 
elected representatives of the people.

Both .medical men had agreed that 
half a grain might be a fatal dose, and that,

| strychnine, he had taken more than one-third 


of a grain. lt was-a poison that began to 
be absorbed the moment it was taken into 
the system. The amount of poison found in 
the body in a free state was only the amount 
that was left after the other portion had 
vaused death. It was the fatal portion that 
had been destroyed. 
SUICIDE SUGGESTION, 

The suggestion had leen made that Phelim 
Hanly had committed suicile while insane. 
The jury should strik: out that suggestion 
altogether; there was no evidence to support 
it.. If, as had been stated, Phelim Hanly 
was in the habit of going about with a 
bottle of strychnine in his pocket, it would 
have been found there or somewhere about 
the house after his death. Although a 
thorough search had been made, no trace of 
strychnine had been found anywhere save im 
the body. The prisoner was the only person 
who could have given the poison to the ile- 
ceased if he did not take it himself. In 
connection with that the jury would have to 
consider the fact that there was no evidence 
of strychnine having been obtained by the 
prisoner. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne's charge to the jury 
lasted two hours and fifteen minutes. 

The. jury retired at 12.45 p.m. At 1.20 
p.m, they returned to ask for a repetition 
of Dr. Magennis’s evidence. This was read 
ever by Mr. Justice O'Byrne, and the jury 
again retired at 1.45 n.m. 

When the jury returned at 2.56 p.m. the 
foreman announced that they could not 
agree. 

In reply to Mr. Justice O'Byrne, the fore- 
man said that there was no possibility of 
agreement. 

Prisoner was then put back, and Mr, 
Justice O'Byrne said he would recommend 
that the jurors should be exempt from ser- 
vice for five years.

He desires closer trading rela- 
tions with Europe, and to that end, he is 
clearly willing to make ‘‘ arrangements - 
—to lower the American tariff walls in 
exchange for greater facilities on the 
European markets: We do not doubt 
that his overtures will be welcomed by 
Great Britain, whose mind is not yet con- 
gealed into the rigid mould of the highly- 
protected nations; but whether France 
and Italy are yet ready to accept the 
lesson of the past few years is another 
question. A really equitable agreement 
between Britain and the United States, 
however, would bring benefit to both 
sides, and might prove to be a cardinal! 
event in modern history. Sooner or later, 
as all men of vision understand, the world 
must return to free trade. Who could give 
it a stronger impetus in that direction 
than the two greatest of the manufactur 
ing nations? 


Art and the City. 


“A new and growing menace to the 
beauties of the metropolis”’ is the Royal 
Fine Art Commission’s verdict on the 
erection of large modern buildings in 
London. Its report, which was issued 
last week, deals almost exclusively with 
this matter, and lays especial stress on 
the danger that St. Paul's Cathedral may 
be blocked from view by the huge business 
premises which are beginning to spring up 
around it. The distant views of St. Paul's 
as it points out, provide some of the 
most beautiful and famous prospects in 
London, but already two have vanished 
by the erection of buildings which tower 
high above their neighbours at Waterloo 
Bridge and Southwark. The Commission, 
while deploring such a state of affairs, 
suggests nothing by which it may be 
remedied, and, indeed, it would be diff 
cult to find a remedy. London firms 


must build high unless they are to 
lose money. The enormous prices 
paid for ground rents compel them 


to build as many floors as the law allows, 
in order to secure a return for their 
outlay ; and, if they are permitted to build 
up to a hundred feet (the present limit), 
they cannot be expected to refrain 
Although helpless to meet this situation 
the Commission makes several useful 
recommendations with regard to high 
buildings. Those who are allowed to build 
houses to the maximum height should give 
it suggests, some concession in return, such 
as frontage for road widening.

Supporting native industry, 
we create employment, increase’ the 
national self-respect and promote every 
aspect of the country’s welfare. This week's 
effort is being made under encouraging 
auspices; for recent years have scen a 
marked advance alike in the quality, 
variety and output of our Irish imdustries,. 
Some of our products not only have found 
eminence at home, but, by their sheer 
merit, have won a favoured place in the 
markets of other countries. No reasonable 
man will deny that the recent development 
of Free State industries owes much to Mr. 
de 


Valera’s Government, or that Mr. 
Lemass, its Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, has been a hard and resource- 


ful worker in a good cause. New industries 
have blossomed under the protection of the 
new tariffs, and the State is fostering them 
by a large expenditure of public funds. 
We need not doubt that, future Govern- 
meuts will maintain this pelicy—with the 
advantage that they will have gained 
wisdom from the present Government's less 
successful experiments. Unfortunately, 
there are two clouds on the horizon of 
Free State industry. The first ts the effect

Irish Rugby. 


Few had ventured to hope that the In- 
ternational Rugby Championship would 
fall to Ireland this season; but even 
fewer can have anticipated that she 
would find -herself at the bottom of the 


table. Our team is wont to do queer 
things—to go down before a weak 
opponent, and then, for no apparent 


reason, to inflict a smashing defeat on the 
most powerful of its rivals. This year, 
however, it has done the logical and, 
therefore, unexpected, thing: having 
succumbed already to two better teams, it 
has succumbed to the third. Last Satur- 
day’s match easily. might have turned out 
otherwise—until the last few minutes its 
result hung in the balance—but that fatal 
demoralisation which has attacked so 
many fine Irish teams in the final stages of 
a match took a hand in the play, and 
Wales won by a margin which flattered her 
superiority. We need not try to draw 
any moral from this one year’s ex- 
“perience. Without disparagement to 
Ireland's three conquerors, we may 
comment that none of the international 
sides has shown particular brilliance, 
and that the season has been a fairly 
poor one. Ireland can afford to take 
her humiliation with a good grace. 
Many years have elapsed since she was last 
at the bottom of the international table, 
and in the interval all the other countries 
have suffered the mortification of the 
‘‘ wooden spoon.” We can hope that this 
season of depression is merely the prelude 
to a new and bright renascence.

EDUCATION IN RELIGION. 


Preaching in Zion Church, Rathgar, 
Dublin, yesterday morning, the Archbishop of 
Dublin spoke on * Religious Education, and 
Education in Religion,” taking as his text; 

‘Master, which is the First ‘Commandment 
in the Law? Jesus said unto him . .. " (Matt. 
22, 35). 

In the course of his sermon Dr. Gregg said 
that there were two great Commandments 
taking them to the very heart of religion ; 
a right relation to God ‘and a right relation 
to our neighbour. Religion lay for him in 
what he was and concerned itself with the 
whole of him, what he did, what he loved; 
and it lay above all in doing what he was 
told: “Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God. Thou shalt love thy reighbour as 
thyself.” Religion lay in action, in doing 
the right things, but it did not lie in 
the mere fact of doing them, it lay, in doing 
them for the right motives and in the right 
spirit. Teaching religion meant getting one 
to do the right things for the right reasons. 
It meant getting down to the very seat of the 
person s personality aud putting bim on 
God's side. teligion was a life based on 
fellowship with God, 

The Church was bound to concentrate itself 
in certain individuals who were set apart to 
do by “pecial appointment what was really 
the care and concern of all. Clergymen and 
teachers were the executive officers of the 
Church, and this was good and right, } ro- 
vided Christian people generally did not think 
that they could unload all their responsibility 
onthem. It was unnecessary to say that parents 
owed to their children a acre duty which 
they could pass off to nobody else. It was 
essential that teachers should be persons set 
apart, whose business was to know what was 


to be taught, in order to furnish people's 
minds with correct principles of belief and 
action. 


It was important that pupils should be 
taught as pa as possible and something of 
God would thus be established in what they 
might call the ground floor of the young | fe. 
The best truth could be ruined by being 
taught mechanically. 

They had faithful 
teachers; they 
lessons; they had inspections and prizes; 
but were they teaching their growing 
young people to link practice to knowledge; 
were they teaching them to be Christian’? 
What had they to make them see that their 
duty to God and their neighbours was not 
merely lessons to be learnt by rote, but prac- 
tical. rules of conduct, which meant that 
something had to be changed in the way 
they behaved ? 

Religious education was a work that was 
never finished. The old generation went out 
at one door and the new generation poured 
in at another, Nothing could cope with the 
task but Christ's divine society, the Church, 
with its world-wide  ganisation and its age- 
long continuity. Behind every individual 
stood that society,

IBRALTAR presented an animated 

spectacle this morning on the arrival 

of the twelve hundred Irish Roman Catholic 

pilgrims on board the Lancastria, under 

the leadership of the Primate, Cardinal 
MacRory.

Mass, at the conclusoin of which the 
Cardinal gave his blessing to the enormous 
congregation. sos 

The weather was brilliant when five 
hundred boy scouts, under Chief Scout 
Professor Whelehan, and National Com- 
missioner Mr. Conor Martin, landed from 
the Lancastria and marched through the 
principal streets to the Cathedral, preceded 
by drums, bugles and bagpipes, and dis- 
playing large numbers of tá 

ags. 


ENORMOUS INTEREST, 


The procession attracted huge crowds of 
spectators, who warmly cheered the scouts 
throughout their march, the whole route 
being lined by townspeople and by 
hundreds of visitors from the Spanish 
districts round about. 

Outside the Cathedral a crowd of ten 
thousand persons had assembled, places of 
vantage being occupied by photographers 
and moviemen, who were busily engaged 
taking views of the spectacle. 

The space in the Cathedral being limited, 
preference was given to the pilgrims, and 
hundreds of other worshippers were unable 
to enter the building, the police having 
great difficulty in controlling the masses 
of traffic. Nevertheless, perfect order was 
maintained. 

After the Mass the scouts again marched 
through the main street, receiving a great 
ovation as they passed. 

This afternoon the pilgrims took part in 
a number of sightsecing excursions, : in- 
cluding a visit to the Upper Rock.

DIVIDING THE 
SURPLUS. 


In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes:—On Friday Mr. Chamberlain 
informed an audience at Birmingham that 
he had not yet formed any conclusions 
concerning the use of any prospective 
surplus for which he might be able to budget 
during the forthcoming financial year. He 
also admitted that a reticence proper to a 
Chancellor of the Exchequer was not to be 
expected elsewhere, and he deplored only 
the issue by responsible persens of specu- 
lations or appeals which have yuite clearly 
not been sufficiently pondered, however 
much they may conform to the desires of 
the public, of Parliament, and, indeed, of 
Mr. Chamberlain himself. Mr. Chamber- 
lain did not conceal a natural irritation at 
the reiteration of advice by those who have 
neither his responsibility nor the knowledge 
necessary to make such an estimate of 
probabilities as Treasury experts alone are 
qualified to make. But he can hardly 
resent a tabulation of the facts Which are 
within common knowledge, nor an exposi- 
tion of what is involved in some of the 
appeals now being addressed to him. 
Whatever decisions he. may ultimately 
take, they must command public support 
based on .public understanding, both of 
what he has done and of what he could 
have done. Nor can it do any harm to 
point out what Mr, Chamberlaim is asked 
to do, and what would be the cost of doing 
it. In the first place, he is asked to 
‘ restore the cuts’ of the unemployed A 
few, but only a few, of those making this 
request seem to understand that this 
implies adding 10 per cent. to ‘he 
standard rate of adults’ and dependents’ 
benefit, and lessening the calls upon the 
fund to the required amount. The cost can 
hardly be less than £8,000,000 a year. 

After showing that increased children’s 
benefit would cost. £1,700,000, more 
generous unemployed relief would cost 
£4,000,000, restoring the cuts in salaries 
would involve £9,000,000, and reducing 
the standard rate of income tax would cost 
£25,000,000, Zhe Times adds:—To fulfil 
requirements he will have to be able to 
forecast a surplus of between £40,000,000 
and £45,000,000. It may be asked: 
What are the chances of such a surplus? 
The estimates show that the expenditure 
at present provided for will be less by 
just over £1,000,000, but all expenditure 
does not seem to have been provided for. 
The Ministry of Agriculture will certainly 
require a supplementary estimate; the 
Ministry of Health will probably require 
a considerable sum for developments of 
housing policy; the estimate for the 
debt services is still uneertain, and 
the estimates for the Defence services 
are provisional. On the revenue side of 
the account, Mr. Chamberlain can count 
on a full year’s yield of income tax levied 
in respect of a better year, and the sield 
of taxes levied in respect of the current 
year will continue to improve if the 
industrial recovery continues: But, on the 
whole, it is likely that he is being asked

NEW ASSOCIATION MAY 
BE FORMED.

OMEN are now forbidden to take 
part in athletic events at meetings 
conducted by the National Athletic and 
Cycling Association of Ireland, and a new 
and separate women’s sports, association 
may be formed, A joint meeting of the 
General and Joint Councils of the Associa- 
tion refused to carry into effect a recom- 
mendation of the Association’s recent con- 
gress ' that championships for women be 
held in a limited number of events, and 
that one event for women be inserted in 
each of the open meetings throughout the 
country. 

'The congress decision had evoked much 
protest, the foremost expression of dis- 
agreement being that of Dr. . -cQuaid, 
President of Blackrock College, who 
declared that no boy of his college would 
compete at any N.A.C.A. sports meeting in 
which women took part. 

Mr. McManus, of the Dublin Board, 
protested that women are taking part in 
different kinds of svort all over the world. 
“I don’t see why we should hinder them 
here,” he said, “ or allow anyone to stop 
us from helping them. It is very unfair 
if the ladies are to be driven out of sport.” 

A retort to Mr. McManus was: ‘‘ We 
cannot flout public opinion.’’ 


DECISION SUSPENDED. 


Mr. F. V. de Vere, of Mayo, proposed a 
resolution ‘‘that, having regard to the 
fact that there has been no representative 
demand for the holding of women’s athletic 
championships, and that controversy pre- 
judicial to the N.A.C.A. has arisen, the 
decision of congress be suspended for one 
year, and in the meantime the question of 
holding women’s athletic championships 
be a matter in the discretion of the various 
county boards.’’ | ; 

““We know,” said Mr. de Vere, “ the 
difficulty from the point of view of the 
Pope's Encyclical, and the attitude the 
clergy are likely to take in conseguence. 
It is for the purpose of getting rid of that 
difficulty I make the proposition.”’ 

The Chairman said there had been a 
gre.t deal of misunderstanding shown in 
the Press, because congress had definitely 
decided not to hold women’s champion- 
ships in conjunction with the national 
championships, and that local sports-pro- 
moting associations were not bound to 
hold such events. It would be in the best 
interests of athletes that no action should 
be taken to implement the decision of 
congress for the time being. That would 
clear up the position. 

Mr. McManus said that the County 
Dublin Board had only asked for a trial of 
their recommendation. 


FORM THEIR OWN. 


Mr. Byrne said that he was entirels 
against women in the Association. If the 
women wanted an athletic association, they 
should form it themselves. ' 

Mr. de Vere said that if they were 
anxious to have women’s championships 
in the County Dublin, they should do so. 
since the Church had no objection. 

When the resolution banning women 
was adopted, Mr. McManus said that the 
largest clubs in the city have events for 
ladies—cycling and all.

found the general opinion on the N.A.C.A. 
decision was that expressed by Miss 
Dockrell, Irish _ women’s 100 vards 
swimming champion. ‘‘The women must 
go ahead and form an association of their 
own for athletics, since the N.A.C.A. has 
banned them," she said, and added: “ It 
is hard to understand that ban, since there 
was no question of “mixed athletics.’ ’’ 
Miss Dockrell said that since the 
N.A.C.A.’s assistance was not available in 
this respect, the women would be faced 
with the difficult problem of providing 
their own grounds and organisation. In 
England and France, however, women’s 


athletics had been strongly established, 


and she did not think Irish women 
athletes, who were enthusiastic if not 
numerous, would be cut off from the sport 
by the N.A.C.A. action.

MINISTER'S ATTACK ON

Dr. K. J. Gwynn, Provost oí Trinity 
College, Dublin, declined to make any 
statement on Saturday, in reply to the 
attack made upon the College on Friday 
night by Mr. Derrig, ‘the Free State 
Minister for Education. 

‘The Minister’s statements are vague,’’ 
he said to an Jrish Times reporter, when 
asked for an interview, “ and I could not 
make any comprehensive answer. I have 
not been in communication with the 
Minister.” . 

Mr. Derrig, in the course of a speech to 
members of the Fianna Fail Cumann ol 
University Collegé, Dublin, on Friday, 
made a general attack on universities re- 
garding contribution to the country's 
social revolution, and singled out Trinity 
College for special mention 

‘Its record, so far as Gaelicisation is 
concerned,’’ he said, ‘‘ has been such that 
if is no less than a scandal.’’ He com- 
plained also that the College’ was turning 
out so great a surplus of professional 
people, in proportion to the special portion 
of the-population for which it catered,

IN SLIGO. 


COERCION LAWS 
DEPLORED. | 


LABOUR STRUGGLES OUT 
OF DATE. 


——€——

SLIGO, Sunday. 


FE. XCITED youths shouting “ Up, the 
Republic,” lined the streets of Sligo 


as five hundred Blue Shirts marched away 


this evening from a meeting addressed by 
General 0’ Duffy and United Ireland Party 
leaders, but excellent order was main- 
tained. Two or three interrupters were 
removed by Civic Guards at the beginning 
of the meeting, and there was never any 
indication of trouble, despite the presence 
of a hostile crowd on the outskirts of the 
audience. 

General O’ Duffy was met at the borough 
boundary and presented with an address 
of welcome from the County Sligo Execu- 
tive of United Ireland, after which he 
marched in the procession to the platform, 
around which thousands of people 
assembled, despite cold and wet condi- 
tions. , 


NO CIVIL WAR. 


General O’Duffy said that the success 
of the Blue Shirt movement had been 
phenomenal. He rejoiced at the victory 
of the Blue Shirts, because their success 
represented a victory for the decencies of 
public life. Rowdyism had been combated. 
With its fall the Government had got a 
shock. because the architects of disorder 
were the partisans of the Government. 
The Government Party realised that they 
were beaten. They were talking sorrow- 
fully of civil war. So far as the Blue 
Shirts were concerned, he could assure Mr. 
de Valera that he might sleep peacefully 
in his bed—the Blue Shirts were not out 
to make war, but. to make peace. He 
(General O’ Duffy) had given an under- 
tuking to the Government that no member 
of the Blue Shirts would raise a hand 
against a brother Irishman save in self- 
defence. If President de Valera would 
give them a like undertaking on 
behalf of his followers, there would 
be no need - for fear of a civil 
war. The flag of the Blue Shirt organisa- 
tion was stainless, and would remain 
stainless. They had a nobler aim than the 
shooting down of fellow-Irishmen. 


COERCION LAWS. 


“T have not come here to-day,’ 
General O'Duffy, “to preach a gospel o! 
scorn or hatred of the Fianna Fail Party. 
We do not want bitterness in politics. 
My first statement on a political platform 
was a plea for tolerance. The lawfully 
constituted forces of the State are being 
used to harass us. Ban after ban has 
been placed upon us, and every effort 
made to goad us into breaches of the law. 
While the Fianna Fail Government Is 
indulging in this vendetta against “its 
political opponents, an unofficial campaign 
is carried on against us. Our homes were 
fired into, our members beaten to death, 
and in no case were the assassins brought 
to justice. Instead, coercion laws. are 
being forced through Parliament with the 
aid of a political majority with the object, 
[ presume, of preventing meetings against 
such injustice.”’ 

Continuing, General O'Duffy said that 
every factory started by the aid of tariffs 
since 1922, every acre of land divided 
since 1923, every grant for housing passed 
since 1924, every drainage scheme carried 
out since 1925. and the launching of the 
Shannon scheme in 1926, were all fruits of 
the Treaty. All that had been done in 
the schools since 1922 in fostering the 
Irish language had been made possible by 
the Treaty. The powers of government 
exercised by Mr. de Valera and his 
‘“VYes’’ men to-day were being exercised 
by virtue of that Treaty which they had 
never ceased to decry. 


TRADE UNIONISM, 


Referring to the proposed one-day 
ueneral strike, General O'Duffy said that 


he intended to establish on lines suited to | 


Irish needs and conditions the kind ol 
vocational organisations which the present 
Pope recommended as necessary to stand 
between the individual and the State 
machine. The proposed economic corpora- 
tions would not destroy trade unionism, 
nor would they result in the interests ol 
the workers being confined to the em- 
ployers. On the contrary, United Ireland 
would bring trade unionism to its full 
development, and would put an end 
altogether to unorganised labour. It 
would provide for the settlement 
of labour disputes by methods much 
more beneficial than the strike or the lock- 
out. He had no hesitation in saying that 
labour struggles were out of date. Workers 
when asked to organise a one-day strike 
against United Ireland snould ask them- 
selves what was to be gained by it. The 
Labour Party in the Dail were mere tools 
in the hands of the Government Party, 
and now the rank and file of the workers 
were being called upon to commit them- 
selves openly to one of the big political 
parties in the State. The excuse was the 
bogey of ' Fascism.’’ United Ireland was 
Irish. A one-day strike might injure the 
Fianna Fail Party, but it would certainly 
do the workers no service. 

“ The policy of the present Govern- 
ment,’’ said General O'Duffy, ‘‘ is outdoor 
relief and doles, doles and outdoor relief. 
They want not only tens of thousands, but 
hundreds of thousands of the citizens on 
the Government pay roll. They want to 
grip the voters in the Fianna Fail political 
machine.” 

Concluding, he said that the Blue Shirts 
numbered over 100,000 members. They 
were out to serve the people, and to in- 
culcate doctrines of good and virile citizen- 
ship. They were without guns, but they 
had patriotism, enthusiasm and energy, 


THE PUBLIC PURSE. 


_ Mr. Frank MacDermot, T.D., said that 
it was about time for Fianna Fail .sup- 
porters to stop pretending. that the 
Government were carrying out a pro- 
gramme approved by the electors before 
they came into power. , They had failed 
miserably in all their election promises, 
except the promise to make trouble with 
Great Britain, and there they had deceived 
the people into thinking that there was no 
danger of retaliation. The mysterious 
plans for economy had never emerged, and 
never would emerge, into. the light of day ; 


but even such general indications as they, 


had condescended to give had been utterly 
falsified. Public expenditure had now 
reached a figure wholly out of proportion 
to the size of the country, to the popula- 
tion, and to their present national 
resources No Socialist Party throughout 
the world had accepted more completely 
that the public purse was inexhaustible.

Sooner or later the Free State had got to 
take the necessary steps to restore to the 
farmers the British market, improved and 
consolidated by the new British policy of 
protection.

GOVERNMENT AID 
FOR SHIPPING. 


PLEA OF BELFAST 
ENGINEERS. 
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From Ovr CoRnEsPoNpENT. 
BELFAST, Saturday. 


HE annual dinner of the Belfast 

Association of Engineers was held to- 
night in the Carlton, Belfast, and there 
was a large attendance of members and 
their friends. 

Mr. W. J. Lovett, M.Inst.,N.A., 
Deputy-Chairman of the shipbuilding firm 
of Workman, Cark (1928), Ltd., responding 
to the toast of the guests, proposed by 
Mr. J. M. C. Barry, A.M.I.Mech.E., said 
that there were to-day three great outstand- 
ing matters which must be attended to by 
this country. The first was an adequate 
Navy in the air and on the sea. The second 
was Government aid to shipping in order 
to fight the unfair competition of other 
countries, and the third. was an extension 
of the tariff policy for the same reason. 
“ We have made constant gestures on 
behalf of a disarmament policy by scrap- 
ping and cutting down our Air Force and 
our Navy,” he said, “ but no nation has 
made any attempt to follow us, and to-day 
we are almost a minor power in our two 
great arms of defence, The United States 
Navy vote this year is 154 millions, against 
56 millions for Great Britain. The cry of 
twenty-five years ago by the members of 
Parliament in the House of Commons when 
the Naval vote was being discussed was a 
monotonous repetition of the words, ' We 
want. eight cruisers, we want eight 
cruisers,’ and to-day, again, that cry 
should: be repeated. In our air arm we 
are now probably only the sixth power in 
Europe, and we need it at least doubled. 
Our overseas shipping 1s wilting under 
unfair competition, and unless the Govern- 
ment step in and meet subsidy with 
subsidy and bounty with bounty there will 
soon be no need of a powerful Navy to 
protect our overseas lanes of commerce. 

In the year 1955, tor example, the 
entrances and clearances of British vessels 
in the United Kingdom was one million 
tons less than in 1932, while that of foreign 
vessels was 23 millions more than in 1932. 


ENGINEERING SCHEMES. 


The Northern Minister of Commerce 
(Right Hon. J. Milne Barbour, D.L.), 
responding to the toast of - Prosperity to 
Northern Ireland,’ proposed by Mr. 
Alexander Brown, M.1.Mech.E. 
President), said that within the last five 
years important engineering schemes had 
been undertaken in Northern Ireland, 
representing an outlay of 445 million 
pounds’ sterling, and to these schemes tlie 
Northern Government had contributed 
nearly one milliog sterling. 
had the bridge at Boa Island, County 
Fermanagh, then the Craigavon Bridge at 
Derry, the largest of its kind in Northern 
Ireland. Within the past two months 
they had seen the opening of the viaduct 
on the Northern Counties L.M.S. Line at 
Greenisland, where they had the largest 
reinforced concrete structure of its kind In 
the United Kingdom, They had seen at 
the harbour the opening of the new Pollock 
Dock and Herdman Channel, representing 
an outlay of between £350,000 and 
£400,000. This indicated that the Harbour 
Commissioners had a certain amount of 
confidence in the future. Then there was 
the Bann drainage scheme, which was of 
considerable interest from an engineering 
point of view, and they had also an 
interesting scheme for the drainage of the 
river at Downpatrick. 

Mr. Brown said there was a better out- 
look for engineering and _ shipbuilding 
than a year ago. At that time there was 
only one order for a new ship, and now 
there were nearly twenty. The prosperity 
of Ulster did not depend on its interna! 
traders, but upon those who were in a 
position to export goods at a profit—those 
in a position to bring money into the 
country and send goods out. He hoped 
that those in high places in the Govern- 
ment would remember this when birthday 
and other honours were being bestowed, 
and see that their captains of industry 
got some recognition for what they were 
doing for the province instead of bestow- 
ing these honours on civil servants. 


THE NORTHERN WORKER. 


Now that prosperity was coming back to 
Northern Ireland, he hoped that they 
would be free from labour troubles. It 
was to the interest of employers and em- 
ployés that peace should be maintained. 
The working men of Ulster were the best 
in the world, and he had the greatest 
admiration for the patience they had 
shown during the past three or four years 
of stress. The cardinal virtue of the 
Ulster workman was his love of liberty, 
and he would not be swayed by a coloured 
shirt masquerading as a dictatorship. 

Mr. D. B. Marr, A.M.Inst.N.A. (Vice- 
President), proposed the toast of ‘‘Kindred 
Associations,’’ which was responded to by 
Mr. W. E. McConnell, M.Inst.N.A.. Chief 
Engineering Surveyor of the Board of 
Trade in Belfast: 

Alderman D. Hall Christie, M.P., also 
responded to the toast of ‘‘ Our Guests.” 

Brigadier-General Magnus Mowat, 
C.B.E., Secretary of the Institution of 
Mechanical Engineers, London, proposed 
the toast of ‘‘ The Belfast Association of 
Engineers,’’ and commended the work of 
the Association, which brought together 
all branches of engineering experts. 

Mr. Robert Cairns, M.I.Mech.E., the 
President, responding, said engineering 
had become the foundation and the frame. 
work upon which their civilisation was 
built. It had given them the capacity to 
fabricate those things which promote mass 
production of goods, rapid transport and 
luxurious habitations. Even agriculture 
that most ancient industry, was turning 
to engineering for help in many of its 
operations.

THE RESOLUTION OF 
APPROVAL. 


A RESOLUTION to give effect te 

changes necessary for the agreement 
forming the new Cunard-White Star, Ltd., 
will be considered at a general meeting of 
the holders of Mortgage Debenture Stock 
on the Cunard Steamship Company, Ltd., 
at Cunard Building, Liverpool, on March 
20th. 

A conditional agreement has been con- 
cluded between the Cunard Company, the 
Oceanic Steam Navigation Company, and 
the Treasury, for the formation of the new 
company, to obtain Government financial 
support for the: complétion of Liner Nó. 
534, and, subject to the approval of the 
Treasury, an additional new ship; or'stips, 
and to merge the North’ Atlantic busi- 
nesses and relative assets of; the Cunaxd 
Company arid of the Oteanic Company.” 

The Secretary to the Cunard Company, 
in a circular to the holders of the com- 
pany’s Five per Cent. Debenture Stock, 
explains that the agreement is’ contingent 
upon legislation and upon certain consents, 
because in order to secure agreement rt was 
found necessary to provide that the North 
Atlanti¢ ships should be transferred to the 
new company, free of ‘all ‘mortgages. As 
the whole basis of the existing secirity 
rests upon specific mértgages on ships, 
backed by a floating charge, the condi- 
tional agreement cannot become effective 
unless, with the sanction of the Stock- 
holders, that basis is changed. 

SECURITY. 

The resolution confers the necessary 
sanction and, if it is adopted, the security 
for the Debenture Stock, which at present 
consists of specific mortgages on twenty 
ships, with certain provisions for adjust- 
ments, backed by a floating charge, will 
in future consist of the following: 

(1) A specific first charge on assets, 
standing in the Cunard Company s books 
on December 31st, 1933, at over £4,000,000 
—namely, Ordinary and Preference Shares 
and Dominion Line, 
and Preference Shares of Thomas 
and Jno. Brocklebank, Ltd. 

The dividends on these shares, received 
in each and every year ‘since the Deben-’ 
ture Stock was created, have been in excess 
of the £200,000 required to pay the annual 
interest on the. whole £4,000,000 of the 
Stock. 

(2) A floating charge on all the other 
assets of the Cunard Company, which, 
when the conditional agreement has 
become effective, will include 62 per cent. 
of the share capital of the new company. 

(3) The limitation of the Debenture 
Stock to the amount, £4,000,000, already 
issued, and the cancellation of the existing 
power to re-issue any of the Stock which 
may be redeemed. 

(4) the Cunard 
takings— 

(a) Not to create without the approval 
of the trustees for the Debenture Stock- 
holders any mortgages or charges ranking 
ahead of or part passu with the Stock, 
save mortgages or charges created on 
assets at the time of the acquisition. 

(b) That, so long as the Cunard Com- 
pany hold the majority of the Ordinary 
Commonwealth and Dominion 
Line, Ltd., no mortgages or charges will, 
without the approval of the trustees for 
the Debenture Stockholders, be created by 
that company on ships save mortgages or 
charges created on ships at the time of 
their acquisition, and that no floating 
charge on that company’s undertaking will 
be created without the like approval. 

(c) That all money advances made by 
the Government to the Cunard Company 
under the provisions of the conditional 
agreement shall rank as to principal and 
interest after the Debenture Stock. 


EFFECT OF CHANGES. 


The changes authorised by the resolu- 
tion, if it is adopted, will result in im- 
portant advantages to the Debenture 
Stockholders, which may be briefly stated

(a) The securing of the Debenture Stock 
by specific charges on assets having the 
dividend record stated above. 

(b) In future those charged assets will 
be free from any obligation to provide for

The Archbishop of Canterbury, at Sand- 
gate Parish Church, near Folkestone, 
last night discussed *‘ Home Life.” ‘There 
were, he said, many influences at the present 


time changing and breaking the unity of their 


homes. Ihe time had come, however, when 
their home life must be built on principles of 
mutual considerateness—consideration íor the 
right expectation and wishes of others, rather 
Husbands too often seemed 
to expect everything from the wife, assuming 
that the home had to be regulated entirely in 
accordance with their comforts and ¢on- 
venience, and very seldom let the wife see 
that what she was doing was appreciated, by 
leaving unspoken words of gratitude and 
affection. 

In their relationships to their husbands, he 
oe thought that wives were apt to 
orget that when their men-folk returned from 
work they wanted quietness and freedom from 
the toils of sthe everyday life, rather than 
nagging and perpetual grumbling. 

As to the children, he said, “1 am always 
ready to hold a brief for the young pedple. 
i like their frankness, their. freedom, their 
vitality, their curiosity, and yet with all these 
great qualities there is one great virtue 
which they obviously lack, and which spoils 
them, and that is, this spirit of considerateness 
for the old folks at home. i 

They lacked, he added, a readiness not te 
resent advice, a readiness to admit that their 
parents had a wider and longer experience.

_ Assays from thirty different localities cí 
the gold-bearing reef which is believed to 
have been found in the Transvaal and the 
Orange Free State, north and south of the

_It is estimated that the reef forms a 
circle thirty miles in. diameter, and just 
over one hundred miles in circumference, 
with the town of Parys as axis. . 

It enters the Free State at Dewaal 
Farm, twenty miles west of Parys, whence 
it has been traced sixty miles out, dis- 
appearing near the village of Kopjes for a 
distahce of thirty miles, where it is covered 
by the Karroo Bed. 

It was picked up later near the Free 
State border, where it recrosses the Vaal 
River about nine miles east with Parys. 

Experts on the spot declare that the 
reef is similar to that at Witwatersrand. 
Shafts sunk thirty and forty years ago 
appear to have struck subsidiary reefs, 
missing the main reef. | 

The present discovery was made by an

8d. for sugar of a polarisation exceed- 
ng 98 degrees to 2s. 3d. for sugar of the 
owest grade. This meant that merchants 
vho happened to have stocks of sugars, 
yrups, molasses, ete., of the lower 
polarisation had to pay higher duties on 
hese than merchants who imported them 
nnd got the benefit of the descending scale. 
Under the flat rate, indeed, some of the 
jugar could not have been sold except at 
ronsiderable loss. 

The latest Order (No. 25) gives the 
merchant the benefit. of the descending 
icale in regard to his stocks.

NEW ACT TO OPERATE 
NEXT MONTH. 


It is officially announced that payment 
of unemployment assistance, under, the 
Unemployment Assistance Act, 1953, will 
be made as from a date to bé appointed 
by the Free State Minister for Industry 
and Commerce. ‘The date has not yet been 
appointed, but it is thought that it will 
be early in April. Even when the Minister 
has authorised the payment of unemploy- 
ment assistance to commence, however, 
only those who are in possession of qualifi- 
cation certificates can be paid. 

The Minister has already fixed the Ist 
of March as the date from which applica- 
tions for qualification certificates may be 
made, and the necessary arrangements for 
receiving such applications and issuing 
certificates have been completed. 

Persons who.are eligible for, and intend 
to avail themselves of the benefits of the 
Act, shouid apply without delay for the 
necessary qualification certificates. The 
earlier the application is made the sooner 
will successful applicants be in a position 
to claim payment of unemployment assist- 
ance.

Other countries followed England in 
industrialisation, and the pre-war years 
found the interdependence of nations an 
accomplished fact of commerce. Highly- 
developed industrial nations required to 
obtain their foodstuffs from agricultural! 
countries. They had to import their 
raw materials. Between industrialised 
countries there was a considerable 
measure of trade. This interdependence 


the results of the war helped to 


accentuate. 


IRELAND AND COMMERCE. 


Although Ireland was never a great 
industrial centre, from time to time the 
manufactures of the country have en- 
joyed considerably more than a local 
reputation. Commerce, as this article 
has mentioned, is dependent to such an 
extent on transport, that [Ireland's 
1ather isolated geographical position in 
the days when transport was primitive, 
militated against the chances of the 
country playing a prominent part in 
European trading. Nevertheless, com- 
mercial contact between Ireland and the 
Continent existed so long ago as the 
Bronze Age. 

At that time there was a gold industry 
in the Wicklow mountains, which con- 
tained valuable deposits of that metal 
Irish gold ornaments found their way all 
over the country and also to many places 
in Western Europe. Evidence of the 
enterprise of the Irish merchants of that 
period is contained in their use of tin, 
an essential in the manufacture of 
bronze. It seemed that these Irish 
merchants owned tin mines in Cornwall. 
Bronze-founding apparatus has been dis- 
covered far from the ancient Irish copper 
mines, that, and the other factors to 
which reference has been made in this 
paragraph, suggesting that there was a 
development. of internal and external 
commerce. 


TRADE IN HOUNDS. 


Farming, of course, had been the 
economic backbone of the nation from 
earliest times. The old Irish laws show 
how important a part it played in the 
affairs of the day. There were, however, 
many other industries, only incidental 
to the business of agriculture, which 


flourished in the first centuries of the 


Christian era. Among those were mill- 
ing, dyeing, spinning and weaving, 
and meat-curing. 


NEE As 


There was an extensive trade in 
hounds, and it is said that St. Patrick 
upon his escape from captivity joined a 
company of Irish traders whose chiel 
merchandise was hounds. In those days 
it was usual for water mills to be owned 
and worked jointly by landholders. 


-A new element in Irish industry, and, 
indeed, in the life of the country, was 
the growth of the commercial towns 
founded by the Vikings, who, without 
abandoning their more warlike vocations, 
became traders in close intercourse with 
the Irish. 


TURBULENT YEARS. 


Despite the turbulent nature of sub- 
sequent Irish history, there seem always 
to have been men of enterprise striving 
to keep industries afloat in what must 
have been difficult waters. Even worse 
than home troubles were the restrictive 


= 


Acts passed by the English Parliament.

In the reign of Charles II, Acts were 
passed debarring Ireland from the 
colonial trade and prohibiting the 
import of Irish cattle into England. 
Later in the days of William and Mary 
legislation was enacted which ruined the 
export trade in Irish woollens. At the 
same time Ireland retained the pro- 
vision trade with Europe and America, 


and the King encouraged the linen 
industry. 


English jealousy of Irish commercial 
progress was very marked in the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries, and it 
must have been heart-breaking to Irish 
merchants as England adopted one 
means after another to restrict the 
market for their goods. The woollen 
trade struggled on for a long time 
despite the handicaps. imposed on it, 
but eventually it went under. 

Progress was made in the manufacture 
of linen, velvet and cotton, but once 
again the old jealousies arose, and 
flourishing industries were ruined by the 
restrictions which they suffered as a 
result of Acts of Parliament. 


BREWING AND DISTILLING 


At the {ime of the Union the few in- 
dustries which existed in Ireland were 
of little importance, -except locally, 
Brewing and distilling, however, were 
developing steadily, their respective out- 
puts being about 500,000 and 4,000,000 
barrels per year. Notwithstanding the 
intense political activity of the mine- 
teenth century Irish industry now had 
the best chance it ever posséssed. The 
country’s imports and exports increased 
from £10,000,000 in 1800 to £40,000,000 
in 1840. The linen industry throve, 
while grinding, malting, brewing and 
distilling continued to increase. In the 
North shipbuilding was steadily becom- 
ing a more and more important indus- 
trial factor. 

By*1913 the value of Irish imports had 
increased to £74,000,000, and of exports 
to £73,000,000. All the industries whose 
development has been mentioned con- 
tinued to make progress. Irish poplins 
were becoming world famous. In addition 
to the manufactures for export, there 
were thriving home industries in soap, 
candles, clothing, boots and shoes, 
hosiery, confectionery, and other pro- 
ducts.

NEW ‘MACHINERY IN IRISH 
FACTORIES. 


AN interview in which guestions are 

asked and answered is simple to 
-report. Where, however, it consists of 
a discussion between interviewed and 
interviewer and tha subject matter is 
tackled every few minutes from a 
different angle, there devolves upon the 
reporter the responsibility of separating 
his contribution from the rest, and of 
doing justice to the other party in 
transcribing what remains of the notes 
of the talk. 

“Thank you for giving me so much 
of your time,” I said to Mr, Sean 
Lemass, Irish Free State Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, wher I was 
leaving his office after the interview dealt 
with in this article. 

“ Not at all,” he replied: “I am 
always willing to help with a subject 
like home products.” 

I had been anxious to keep my dis- 
cussion with the Minister away from 
any political aspect of the matter of 
Free State industries. There was not 
the slightest difficulty about that. Mr. 
Lemass talked as between one business 
man and another, alive to the problems 
confronting the Free State industrial 
plan, but enthusiastic about the pros- 


pects. — 
NEW MACHINERY. 


There was, he pointed out, no reason 


successful] in Ireland as they were in 
other small countries, and there were a 
number of reasons why they should be 
even more successful. The machinery 
which would produce any class of goods 
in other countries would also produce 
them here. So far as the new Saorstat 
industries were concerned, better 
machinery was being used than was 
generally the case. It was absolutely 
up-to-date. The new factories were 
getting the latest types of machinery 
on the market, and they were getting 
that machinery at lower prices than 
were paid by most of the con- 
cerns in other countries when they 
commenced operations. In _ recent 
years there had been a fall in 
the price of machinery and of equip- 
ment of vatious kinds. Consequently the 
"Free State was initiating its industrial 
development under favourable ‘condi- 
tions. 

The Free State, Mr. Lemass pointed 
out, should be able to turn out goods 
at lower production costs, except for the 
higher wages paid in this country. 
Higher wages, however, were not an un- 
desirable thing. He admitted that in

some of the new industries the wages 
were not what they might be. A certain 
amount of female labour and juvenile 
labour was .being used where men might 
be employed, but it was ‘his hope to be 
able to rectify that state of affairs. 


DECENTRALISATION. 


At a subsequent stage in our discussion 
he mentioned that the tendency to de- 
centralisation, common all over the 
world, would be to the advantage of the 
Free State, where a similar policy was 
being pursued. He regarded decentralisa- 
tion as a technical development. It was 
due to the construction of less cumber- 
some machinery, using a smaller amount 
of power, and, by reason of its lower 
price, suitable for smaller factories, 
which were, by its aid, able to turn out 
a much greater quantity of goods for the 
same capital outlay and overhead charges 
than was the case in the past. Indus- 
trialists found that when they got away 
from large centres they had less trouble 
with iabour disputes. 

Anything which lessened capital ex- 
penditure in the planning of their 
economic unit made for development 
which would otherwise be impossible. 
There had, he said, been lines which 
they wanted to develop, but they had 
found that the capital required was too 
great for the income promised, and they 
would have to be satisfied to import 
such products,

SUPERIOR QUALITY. 


In a large number of classes of goods, 
said the Minister, this country had 
always been producing a superior quality 
to the bulk of the matter imported. 
Woollens and hosiery were examples. 
Most of the goods imported now were 
of a low grade. They had no difficulty 
in providing the higher grades at home, 
and they were trying to get production 
started in the lower class goods, not only 
for people who could only afford the 
lower class goods, but because there was 


a demand for fancy finishes which were

peculiar to fabrics that were not of the 
best class, 

There had always been Irishmen able 
to produce articles as good as any else- 
where. With a home market upon which 
to build there was the possibility of 
export trade being developed. There 
was, of course, the problem represented 
by the extraordinarily cheap goods from 
countries like Japan. 

**Nobody here,” said Mr. Lemass, 
‘understands how these goods can “be 
sold at such prices.” It was not a 
question of dumping, and it was not 
merely a. matter of low wages. Even if 
no wages at all were paid and the 
method of production the very best 
possible, it remained incomprehensible 
how the goods could be exported at the 
prices which they knew to be the case, 


LABOUR CONDITIONS. 


Returning to the question of labour, 
he said that it was the intention to 
improve conditions in the Free State as 


far as possible, to see that decent wages 
were paid, and that reasonable hours 
were worked by employés. He quoted 
some of the statements of President 
Roosevelt with regard to the increasing 
of the purchasing power of families with 
incomes of under £400 a year by pressing 
for higher wages and shorter hours. 

In the food category the quality of 
Irish goods had always been superior to 
anything produced elsewhere. The people 
of this country had become used to the 
best, and they would not be content with 
the goods that were ordinarily consumed 
in most countries. 

My discussion with Mr. Lemass con- 
cluded with some exchanges on the 
question of the securing of capital. He 
appreciated that a certain amount of 
capital was lost to Irish industry because 
there were so many private, as distinct 
from public, companies, and because 
there was not a ready market here for 
shares in Irish concerns. He hoped that 
the Irish Industrial Credit Company 
would help to rectify that by developing 
the joint stock company system.

A/ BEN any movement, event or 

organisation becomes popular, there 
is always the possibility of its pioneers 
being overlooked, and credit sometimes 
goes to those who have come in on the 
crest of the wave, when it was a ‘‘ good 
thing ’’ to come in, rather than to the 
stalwarts who have laboured when the 
tide was against them. It is the way of 
human nature that, in the rush to assist 
with the harvest, those who have tilled 
the ground and sown the seed cften are 
overlooked or forgotten. 

Not for a moment is it likely that an 
enterprising and energetic organisation 
such as the National Agricultural and 
Industrial Development Association will 
allow itself to be shouldered aside, and 
to-day it is playing as vigorous a part 
as ever it did in the interests of Irish 
industry. How many realise, however, 
that it has thirty years of that service 
to its credit; that it originated the idea 
of an “ Irish Week,” and that it was 
fighting the battle of home industries 
long before there was a Government in 

Dublin to assist its efforts? 


THE PERMANENT EXHIBITION. 


Many members of the general public, 
no doubt, associate the N.A. and L.D.A. 
principally, if not entirely, with the 
Permanent Exhibition of Irish Manufac- 
tures at á St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin ; 
but that Exhibition represents only one 
phase of the work of the organisation. 
The Permanent Exhibition was opened 
in 1921, and, as has been indicated, the 
Association had been an active force in 
the development of home industry long 
before that year. 

Long before there was an Irish Free 
State it was using its influence with 
publi¢ bodies to give a preference to 
goods manufactured in Ireland, and it 
was successful in having the names of 
Irish proprietary articles included in the 
tender forms used by municipal and 
county councils. The Association claims, 
by the spirit it engendered, to have kept 
alive the Irish woollen trade, and by 
its advocacy of the. use of Irish poplin 
for church purposes and for ties, to have 
saved the Irish poplin industry from 
extinction. 


WORKER AND CONSUMER 
REPRESENTED. 


The success of the Association has 


always aimed at being an all-Ireland 
organisation, and exhibits from Nor- 
thern Ireland have figured in the show- 
rooms at St. Stephen’s Green. | 
An official of the Association, in con- 
. versation with an Irish Times represen- 
tative, admitted that the general public 
does not give the Permanent Exhibition 
the attention it deserves, On the other
